END OF A CURIOUS LAW. 


This year marks 
the 
passing of 
that picturesque 
provision 
of 
the 
Missouri primary law, whereby can­ 
didates for the United States senate 
were nominated, not in The primary, 
but in the general 
election, 
when 
candidates 
for 
office 
were being 
elected. In no other state of the Un­ 
ion were candidates for the upper 
house of congress nominated in this 
way. 
The 
provision was ephemeral 
and without precedent, having been 
called into condition to meet a pe­ 
culiar political condition of 
a par­ 
ticular campaign. 
It was part of the primary act of 
1907, enacted 
on 
the 
eve 
of the 
Stone-Folk race for governor. Joseph 
W. Folk was then governor of Mis­ 
souri, and it was know'n he intended 
to run against 
Stone 
for 
United 
States senator at the next election. 
Feeling between the Folk and Stone 
factions was bitter. 
The anti-Folk 
men feared that if the candidate for 
United States 
senator 
was nomi­ 
nated with other candidates in 
the 
August primary, the 
supporters of 
Folk would vote for the republican 
nominee for the legislature in 
the 
general election three months later. 
That "would have made the nomina­ 
tion of Stone an empty honor, 
as 
the legislature in January would have 
chosen a republican senator. 
Through the shrewd plan worked 
cut both Folk democrats and 
Stone 
democrats were induced to vote for 
the 
democratic 
nominee 
and 
for 
members of the 
legislature 
at the 
s:»me time. 
None 
of 
the 
voters 
would know until after the polls had 
closed on 
election 
night 
whether 
Stone or Folk had w'on the nomina­ 
tion. Therefore supporters 
of each 
candidate, hoping 
their 
man would 
win that day, were especially care 
ful to vote for the democratic legis­ 
lative nominees, 
that 
their candi 
date, if successful, 
would 
have 
a 
democratic legislature 
to send him 
to Washington. 
There were Folk supporters in the 
legislature that passed this bill, hut 
they did not object 
to 
the clause. 
They calculated that 
lf their man 
was 
nominated 
in 
November 
it 
would work quite as well in their in­ 
terest as, otherwise, in that of the 
Stone contingent. 
They voted for 
it with their eyes open, but perhaps 
they had less political foresight than 
their adversaries. 
This year candidates for the Unit­ 
ed States senate will be nominated 
and elected in accordance with the 
provisions of 
the 
federal constitu­ 
tional amendment. 
They 
will 
be 
nominated at 
the August 
primary 
and voted for at the 
general elec­ 
t r o in November, the same as candi­ 
dates for state, district and local of­ 
fices. 


DEMOCRACY 
OF T H E 
SAUSAGE. 


It has been 
decided 
in Germany 
that it is not a matter of public wel- 
faie that the kaiser shall have sau­ 
sage for supper on Sunday evening. 
Hence, if tho kaiser desires sausage 
for supper on Sunday evening, 
said 
sausage is subject to the same rules 
ana regulations that hedge /the sau­ 
sages of the 
humblest 
citizen. 
If 
therefore the kaiser’s Sunday even­ 
ing sausages are not delivered with­ 
in the time prescribed by law, 
he 
must do without, unless, 
of course, 
he can borrow some from the neigh­ 
bors. 
This is the decision of a Prussian 
court in the case of a sausage deal­ 
er who appealed from a fine or $1.25 
tar violating the 
Sunday observance 
law. 
One 
Sunday morning, shortly 
before IO o’clock, the hour at which 
all shops in Berlin must be closed, 
the emperor’s private cook telephon­ 
ed from the New* Palace at Potsdam 
an order for sausages for the impe­ 
rial table. The dealer loaded the do 
sired wares on 
his 
delivery wagon 
and started it for the railroad sta­ 
tion. On the way thither the deliv­ 
ery man was stopped 
by 
a police­ 
man, who inquired why he wras vio­ 
lating the law'. 
The representation 
that the emperor was waiting for the 
sausages had no effect on the police­ 
man, and the result was the fine for 
the merchant. 
On 
appeal the mer­ 
chant set forth that his action came 
under the saving clause of the Sun­ 
day ordinances, which provides that 
Sunday orders may 
be filled where 
“their immediate carrying out is de­ 
manded by the public interest.” The 
order of the emperor’s cook, he said, 
v as such a case. The court rejected 
the appeal, saying: 
“It is of no consequence that the 
emperor was the customer. The em­ 
peror has no special standing in pri­ 
vate trade. It is the business of his 
private cook to send in his Sunday 
ciders in time, just as any housew ife 
must do.” 
Though feeling sorry 
for the em­ 
peror, one may, if one is so dispos­ 
ed, conclude that the striving of Ger­ 
many for democracy has been giver. 
a substantial boost by this decision. 
The sausage is a national institution 
in Germany, and venerated by some 
Germans next to 
the 
national em­ 
blem. It is consumed by persons of 
all degrees in the social status, from 
the kaiser 
to 
the 
very 
socialists 
themselves. 
Therefore 
placing the 
kaiser’s sausage on a level with that 
of the common people the judge has 
established for democracy an encour 
aging prospect.

New York, June 16.—Unusual in­ 
terest is evinced both in America and 
Europe in the twenty-round boxing 
bout between Georges Carpentier and 
Gunboat Smith to be held in London 
tonight. 
Because of the ring promi­ 
nence and nationality of the contest­ 
ants the match has assumed interna­ 
tional importance. 
Carpentier is the 
tirst of the French pugilistic school 
to gain worldwide recognition, while 
Smith is one of the leading boxers 
of the so-called “white hope” class 
which sprang up following tho defeat 
of Jim Jeffries by Jack Johnson at 
Reno in 1910. 
According to the an­ 
nouncement of the management of 
Olympia, where the match will be 
staged, the contest will be for the 
white heavyweight championship of 
the world, with stakes of more than 
$40,000 to be divided between the two 
opponents. 
I 
Of the two boxers Carpentier of­ 
fers the most interesting personality. 
Born at Lenz, France, on January 12, 
1894, he is in his twenty-first year. 
Although he did not begin to box un­ 
til he was 13, his rise has been rapid, 
and spectacular. Beginning as a ban­ 
tam he worked through class after 
class until today he is considered by 
many experts as the best light-heavy- 
weight in the w orld. Weighing in the 
neighborhood of 170 pounds, he has 
a 73-inch reach, 41-inch chest and is 
5 feet IO inches in height. 
He is 
very muscular and a terrific hitter, 
boxing with a slight crouch and with 
a style that resembles in many ways 
the 
best 
American 
pugilists. 
His 
ability to withstand hard punishment 
is one of his strong points, and he 
has never shown any disposition to 
avoid hard mixups. 
F"d ward 
(Gunboat) 
Smith is an 
Irish-American, born in Philadelphia, 
Pa., May 8, 1888. 
He began fighting 
in the west six years ago, but did not 
become prominent among the white 
heavyweight pugilists until he came 
east in 1912. With the exception of a 
decision given in favor of Jim Stew­ 
art in 1012, Smith has a clear rec­ 
ord, never having lost a batGe since 
that time. 
He is of a lanky build, 
like Bob Fitzsimmons, with a. power­ 
ful pair of arms and shoulders and 
possesses a punching power unlooked 
tor from a man of his physique. Two 
of his most effective blows are an 
overhand right swing and a right­ 
hand uppercut, either of which, when 
it lands on a vulnerable spot, is a 
fight finisher.
